has sent some very able men to tho Senate, 
and she is bourrl to keep her record good 
by sending more. In the early days of tho 
Senate she sent Theodore Foster, Joseph 
Stanton, Hay Greene, Christopher EHer}', 
James Fennor, Francis Malbono, Eh'shti 
Mathowson, Christopher G. Champlaiu and 
Jeremiah B. Howell to that body, nil of 
whom were men of note in their day, and 
are remembered by persons who take an 
interest in the personal history of politics, 
if we may so call it. 
Governor Fenner was 


a man of strongly marked character. 
He 


died in 184G, almost forty years after ho 
left tho Senate, and Mr. Miithewflon died 
no longer ago than 1853, almost forty-throe 
years 
after the close of his Senatorial 


career. 
William Hunter

Ho was one of tho finest orators we

I have kept a few sheep ami cat- 
tle for years, and which I intend to keep for 
peruiRmeut pasture, but my farmer is al- 
wtys urging me to let him put in corn: 'It 
would give me such a beautiful crop,' says 
ho." 


Farmers in tho old country probably have

they doubtless need tho 
restraint 
of

landlords' interest 
to prevent their

\Ve arc usually landlord ami 


tenant rolled into one, and our hope of im- 
mediate profit should always be tempered 
by our forethought as permanent owners. 
I have but one word of advice for any one 
who proposes to brealc n» good grass lanrt 
for the sate of growing n crop of corn} that 
is, "Don't." In the first place, to n man 
who needs grass, whether for hay or 
pas- 


ture, nothing is so valuable as a well sodded 
field.

to seed it down again, and this may nearly 
always bo obviated by other means.
